Judge Rules 
Indictment, 
Crime Differ 


Testimony Declared 
Applicable To Early 
Lumber Firm Entryrn 
A directed verdict of acquittal 
for Dallas Bishop, charged with 
tne 1954 entry of the Berman 
Lumber Co., was granted this 
morning at Lisbon by Judge Ray­ 
mond Buzzard on grounds the testi­ 
mony showed the alleged crime 
was 
different 
from 
the 
one 
charged. 
Bishop, former special officer, 
was indicted in 1956, along with 
Robert McBane and Ira Cunning­ 
ham, then city policemen, and 
jerry Raimond, former special of­ 
ficer, for entering the lumber tirm 
together on or about June IO, 1954. 
However, testimony of McBane, 
chief 
state 
witness, 
indicated 
Bishop was not with him and the 
other two on June IO but that he 
and Bishop were alone when they 
took a sheet of Masonite from 
Berman’s on a different occasion, 
perhaps a week earlier. 
When the state completed its 
case yesterday afternoon about 3. 
Atty. Hugo Alexander, counsel for 
Bishop, moved for a directed ver­ 
dict on grounds the prosecution 
failed to establish proof the crime 
in this trial had been committed 
and that the one charged was sep­ 
arate from the one in the indict­ 
ment. 
Atty. Alexander and Prosecutor 
G. William Brokaw argued the mo­ 
tion yesterday afternoon after the 
jury was excused. Judge Buzzard 
then asked both sides to seek 
precedents and do research over­ 
night on the point of law which 
be termed “unique.” 
Opening of court was delayed 
for 30 minutes this morning while 
Judge Buzzard reread testimony 
of McBane. When court convened 
at 9:30, each side again presented 
arguments taking about 30 min­ 
utes more. 
Judge Buzzard t h e n .spoke at 
length on legal precedents and 
about 10:45 ordered the directed 
verdict. 
The judge pointed out the Grand 
Jury issued the indictment against 
four men on just one count of 
burglary. He quoted testimony of 
McBane, who pleaded guilty to 
eight of the nine indictments in 
the police burglary cases. 
McBane’s testimony s h o w e d , 
when asked how he established 
the date of the entry with Bishop, 
that he said “it was sometime be­ 
fore I was in Berman’s with Cun­ 
ningham and Raimond.” 
Cunningham and Raimond were 
acquitted of the charge in the 1956 
trial in which Bishop as a state's 
witness repudiated a 12-page state­ 
ment. 
Judge Buzzard Tuesday ruled 
this same statement could not be 
admited since it shows no indica­ 
tion of evidence related to the 
trial.

In making his ruling this morn­ 
ing, Judge Buzzard commented al­ 
though the prosecution s a i d a 
directed verdict “would allow the 
defendent to wriggle out of the 
c r i m e on a technicality,” the

Judge Buzzard yesterday after­ 
noon ruled against admitting Bish­ 
op’s 12-page statement as evidence 
on grounds it was not relevant to 
the case. 
Describing the document as “ a 
narrative of offenses committed 
by the defendant and of his other 
activities and personal life,” Judge 
Buzzard said it revealed Bishop 
had helped other defendants in the 
trials to load lumber but apparent­ 
ly on occasions not connected with 
this one. 
This was the written statement 
which Bishop repudiated when he 
was a state’s witness in the 1956 
trial of Cunningham and Raimond. 
When Sheriff Russell VanFossan 
again took the stand yesterday aft­ 
ernoon, he revealed — under cross­ 
examination by Atty. Alexander— 
that Bishop had signed another 
statement a few days after his ar­ 
rest in March 1956. 
Atty. Alexander asked. ‘‘Did this 
statement mention his entering the 
Berman Lumber Co ?” VanFossan.. 
who then headed the police inves­ 
tigation as chief deputy sheriff, re­ 
plied. “I don’t think so.” 
Brokaw asked VanFossan if Bish­ 
op had ever admitted he had been 
in Berman's building. “Yes,” the 
sheriff said. “ How many occas­ 
ions?” The sheriff said, ‘‘Twice— 
once with McBane and others to 
take lumber to McBane’s house, 
and again with McBane to take 
Celotex blocks and Masonite. 
Joe Berman, owner of the lum­ 
ber firm. followed VanFossan. He 
testified it was possible for items 
to be taken from his stock of from 
$15,000 to $20,000 worth of m ater­ 
ials without it being immediately 
noticed. 
Under questioning by Brokaw. 
he said he had been with the prose- 


he sold, he said yes. 
Under cross-examination by Atty. 
Alexander, Berman said he could 
not identify the materials at Mid­ 
land as from his stock, since many 
dealers sell similar items. 
The last state witness was Mrs. 
Dorothy Kettle well, sheriff’s office 
deputy, who testified that on April 
30. 1956, Bishop told her in a con­ 
versation at the office. “ ‘I’m guilty’ 
and the others are guilty’.”

Warren Bettis, assistant 
prosecutor, said the current trial 
was concerned solely with the in­ 
dictment and the evidence offered 
by the prosecution met the legal 
qualifications for proof that there

He cited lengthy precedents for 
flexibility in establishing time ele­ 
ments in such crimes and pointed 
out the indictment read “On or 
about June IO. 1954 ” 
Judge Buzzard pointed out the 
situation was unique in jurisprud­ 
ence and asked if any of the attor­ 
neys had conducted research on 
precedents for separate trials on 
the same indictment in winch tes­ 
timony on the nature of the crime 
varied. 
Atty. Alexander said. ‘‘I have 
not. but am willing to. But no court 
would think of toying with such 
an idea.” 
Judge Buzzard said. “This court 
is!”

guided 
missiles — a lag relative to the progress 
made by the Soviet Union, incidentally — 
everything has been blamed but the one 
thing most blameworthy. 
Taxpayers would not have put up with 
the rate of expenditure that would have been 
required .'' nee the end of World War ll to 
put this country ahead of Russia in missiles. 
if its military experts nad been able to 


agree that missiles Acre important enough 
to justify a “crash” program. 
Representatives and senators 
could 
not 
have found strong public support for an 
all-out missile program. The Truman admin­ 
istration and the Eisenhower administration 
could not have whooped up that much en­ 
thusiasm for an idea that still seemed more 
fanciful than factual until the Russians had 
lofted their Sputniks. 
In a country where the consent of the 
governed must be obtained, the single-mind­ 
edness of a despotic government is out of 
the qu stion. This resistance to action by 
edict is popular government’s most import- 
ant characteristic. It is the people’s safe­ 
guard against the excesses of single-minded­ 
ness. 
But State Secretary Dulles is willing to ad­ 
mit it also can be a handicap to action in a 
situation that 
demands 
single-rrtindedness. 
The United States was unable to rise above 
the handicap in the development of guided 
missiles. It has watched the Russians put 
up the first and by far the largest earth 
satellites. If they decide to be first on the 
noon. it may have to grin and bear that. too. 
But there is this comfort in the prospect: 
There’s nothing to eat on the moon, not 
even green cheese. The Russian despotisr 
never yet has proved its single-mindedness 
can feed the Russian people. 


Railroads Should Be Born Again

velous method of transportation called a rail­ 


road.

High-speed tractors running on steel rails 
laid on privately-owned rights-of-way, 
w ith.

First Of The ’58 Models

The first lambs have arrived— 
the ’58 models. In two shakes of 
their tails, or a little less, they 
were galloping around the crib, in­ 
vestigating their world. 
I have seen this so often it is a 
routine. But like seeing the dog­ 
woods burst into bloom and the 
crocuses bloom, it is never com­ 
monplace. It is my personal high­ 
point of another spring. 
When I came home from work, 
their birth was imminent. Having 
acquired sufficient know-how to 
realize this is a matter best han­ 
dled by nature, I made myself let 
their mother alone to handle her 
problem with her instinctive wis­ 
dom. 
When enough time had passed to 
make it 
a 
near 
certainty 
that 
everything had happened that was 
going to happen, 1 returned to the 
sheepfold. She had delivered twins. 
The 
temperature 
was 
below 
freezing, and that was something 
I could do something about, with a 
towel and an electric heater sus­ 
pended overhead to make a warm 
area in the lambing pen. 
Within a quarter of an hour after 
their birth, both newcomers were 
able to walk and the more aggres­ 
sive of the pair had enjoyed his 
first meal. The other one was slow­ 
er about getting something to eat 
but within a few hours he too had 
I arned by trial and error where 
to go and what to do when he 
arrived. 
By the next morning, both of the 
twins were old hands. They not 
only could walk but jump. They 
could communicate, as was dem­ 
onstrated when the prettier one 
was picked up to be taken into the 
house for the annual showing-off 
that occurs with the first-born of 
the flock each spring. 
He made such an uproar that his 


voice carried through closed doors. 
From birth 
until weaning time, 
which will not occur until midsum­ 
mer, every lamb and its mother 
is in continuous communication. 
The lamb bellows for everything 
he wants, and his mother responds 
with a special nickering sound to 
let him know he is wanted and 
where to find her. If a lamb is 
lost, oversleeps when it is time to 
go out to the meadow, or is slow 
to follow when the flock moves, 
the mother does the bellowing. 
Nothing I ever have seen in 
nature comes close to this perfect 
understanding and sufficiency. No 
other animal I ever have heard 
about comes alive with all its fac­ 
ulties operational. Calves and colts 
are closest, but they need more 
care than lambs, which even know 
how to protect themselves against 
injury in the little stampedes that 
are 
always 
occurring * among 
sheep. 
As other lambs are born, every 
mother will know 
her own off­ 
spring and they will know their 
mother. When it is considered that 
twins are common, this alone is 
little short of miraculous. 
Comparisons 
between 
animals 
as stupid as sheep and as smart 
as people are odious. Perhaps they 
are not in good taste. But there is 
less juvenile delinquency among 
sheep than there is among people 
and 
a 
much 
higher 
rate 
of 
flawlessly-executed parental care. 
Only rarely does a mother run 
away from her responsibility, or a 
lamb go sour and refuse to recog­ 
nize a good thing when he sees it. 
Perhaps that is why the lambing 
is never commonplace. It is as re­ 
assuring as anything 
that 
could 
happen in springtime — one of a 
myriad things about life on earth 
that couldn’t be improved on by 
the ingenuity of man.

World Report,’ of which I happen 
to be the editor. 
“Perhaps due to faulty transla­ 
tion, yon unfortunately confuse the 
discussion of ‘pre - emptive war' 
with ‘preventive war.’ In the prop­ 
er 
understanding 
of 
these 
two 
phrases lies the key to a solution 
of the critical problems of disarm­ 
ament and an eventual relaxation 
of tensions in the world. 


“ACTUALLY we in ‘U.S. News 
& World Report’ first discovered 
the significance of the phrase ‘pre­ 
emptive war’ by translating sev­ 
eral military journals published in 
the Soviet Union in which articles 
by your prominent military men 
disclosed that ‘pre-emptive war’ 
was made the official policy- of the 
Soviet Union in 1955. Theoretically, 
its purpose is said to be to defend 
oneself against a ‘surprise attack.’ 
“Surely you would not deny the 
United States the right to adopt 
for itself this same doctrine as a 
measure of defense. 
“I quoted in an editorial on Jan. 
IO from an article in the January 
issue of Foreign Affairs, a quarter­ 
ly magazine published by a private 
organization in New York 
City 
known as the council on foreign 
relations, in w h i c h Herbert S. 
Dinerstein defines the ‘strategy of 
pre-emptive war’ as ‘getting in the 
first 
blow 
against 
an 
opponent 
poised to strike.’ He stated that 
it was advocated by your Gen. 
Rotmistrov 
and 
was 
officially 
adopted as a military policy by the 
Soviet Union in 1955. 
“In the Feb. 7, 1958, issue of 
‘U.S. News & World Report,’ we 
reprinted from the May 1955 issue 
of 
y o u r 
magazine 
‘Military 
Thought’ 
an 
extract 
from 
the 
article by Gen. P. Kurochkin, in 
which he writes: 
“ ‘In order to make our mother­ 
land more secure against a sur­ 
prise attack by an aggressor, we 
must be in a state of complete 
combat readiness and must know 
how to strike pre-emptive blows 


against an enemy who is prepar­ 
ing to attack. That is the only way 
of preventing a surprise attack by 
an aggressor. Events of June 1941 
(when Hitler made his surprise at­ 
tack against Russia) must not re­ 
peat them selves.. . ” 
“Also Marshal Sokolovsky, who 
is today the chief of the general 
staff of your armed forces, said in 
a signed article in ‘Izvestia’ on 
Feb. 23, 1955: ‘It is not enough for 
states which are under the threat 
of attack merely to be ready and 
able to deal blow for blow. 


“ONE MUST deprive the aggres­ 
sor of the surprise factor — not al­ 
low oneself to be c a u g h t un­ 
aware.” 
“You refer to an article in ‘U.S. 
News & World Report’ by Capt. 
W. D. Puleston, a retired naval-of- 
ficer, 
as advocating ‘preventive 
way,’ by which is meant, of course, 
an attack on a potential enemy 
without any warning whatsoever 
just because the other nation is 
believed at the time to be militar­ 
ily vulnerable but may get strong­ 
er later on. What Capt. Puleston 
wrote was related solely to meas­ 
ures to be taken — after due warn­ 
ing — by the United States and its 
allies to thwart 
another nation 
when, as he said, there is ‘posi­ 
tive evidence’ that such a nation 
is preparing to launch an attack 
at once. 
“In an editorial in ‘U.S. News & 
World Report’ on Dec. 13 last, I 
wrote: ‘We in America and our 
allies abroad are faced with the 
danger of being destroyed because 
we are unwilling to strike the first 
blow. For us to strike the first 
blow is called “preventive war” 
and the idea is promptly waved 
aside as unthinkable. But where is 
the guarantee against surprise at­ 
tack? 


“ ‘THERE IS a middle course 
between the two extremes. Soviet 
Russia must not be led to believe 
that we will take the first blow. 
Our forces must be ready overseas 
and in this country to strike not 
only when — through our devices 
of detection — Soviet planes or 
missiles are known to have left 
the ground but when the mobiliza­ 
tion for attack against us begins.* 
“Surely you would not deny to 
America and her allies the right to 
intercept an attack with pre-emp­ 
tive blows. 
“I appealed in that same edi­ 
torial for an ironclad agreement 
limiting or abandoning altogether 
the use of atomic bombs and mis­ 
siles by all nations. I repeated the 
plea on Jan. IO, 1958, when I wrote 
that, unless a foolproof system of 
inspection accompanied any agree­ 
ments reached, either side — be- • 
lieving that it is truly acting in 
self-defense — may feel compelled 
to inflict the ‘first blow’ as the 
real deterrent and that this is why 
a disarmament agreement has be­ 
come an absolute necessity. 
“Progress, however, toward such 
an agreement will not be made by 
ignoring the realistic facts of mili­ 
tary strategy as outlined publicly 
by your own military nen and by 
attempting to divert attention from 
the policy of ‘pre-emptive war’ of­ 
ficially adopted in 1955 by the So­ 
viet Union.”

An Elder Statesman

TOPEKA 
Several nights ago, a few min­ 
utes after the dinner hour, the 
telephone jingled in a Georgian- 
style mansion at the northwest 
corner of this city. Seventy-year- 
old Alf M. Landen, the 1936 Repub­ 
lican 
presidential nominee, 
put 
down a book and heaved himself 
out of a chair to answer it. 
The editor of a leading Eastern 
newspaper was on the other end. 
calling to get the details of a 
speech Landon had made at a din­ 
ner in Kansas in which he urged 
that John Foster Dulles be fired 
as secretary of state. 
The next day the newspaper car­ 
ried 
a 
front-page, 
three-column 
headline over a story reporting the 
speech. It told how Landon had 
called for a renewal of the Yankee 
trading spirit in dealing with the 
Russians and said that Dulles had 
little flair for the bold and the 
imaginative. 
Alf Landon, 22 years after he 
carried the Republican standard 
into a hopeless fray agaii^t Frank­ 
lin Delano Roosevelt, still makes 
headline news today. Undaunted by 
his defeat, he maintains an active 
interest in political affairs, par­ 
ticularly in the international field. 


LANDON, hale and hearty, likes 
to look upon himself as a sort of 
political 
conscience 
on 
various 
aspects of national and interna­ 
tional life. He has supported Harry 
S. Truman at times and he has 
stuck the needle in the Republicans 
when he felt it was warranted, as 
in the case of Dulles. 
The former GOP nominee has 
maintained a host of political con­ 
tacts around the country from his 
1936 campaign and the subsequent 
national conventions he attended. 
He is an avid letterwriter, ex­ 
changing views with his contacts. 
He also has many friends in the 
Washington Press Gallery and fre­ 
quently writes them or talks with 
them by telephone. 
Landon is independently wealthy 
and has no financial worries of 
any 
kind. 
He 
began 
gathering 
lease-holdings in oil-rich Kansas 
many years ago and has held on 
to them as they increased in value. 
The two-time Kansas governor 
also has invested funds in the radio 
broadcasting business and is prin­ 
cipal owner of WREN, second larg­ 
est ,n business volume and listener 


ratings 
of Topeka’s 
four 
radio 
stations. 
Despite his active participation 
in politics, Landon operates with­ 
out official portfolio. He holds no 
official party post either at the 
state or national level. He likes to 
look upon himself as a party elder 
statesman. Although he probably 
could swing influence in 
either 
state or national levels, he stead­ 
fastly refrains from doing so. 
Landon’s last official party par­ 
ticipation was in 1948 when he 
served as a national delegate from 
Kansas to the Republican conven­ 
tion. Party leaders at ail levels 
still seek out his advice from time 
to time.

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Oilier Factors Make ll Less Costly

More Money Around For Mortgages 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK viB —There is more 
money around today for the man 
who wants a mortgage. And this 
puts downward pressure on the 
actual costs of financing a home 
purchase — over and above the 
formal interest charge. Here the 
western home builder seems to 
have 
benefitted 
more 
than 
the 
easterner. 
Anxious to spur home building 
as an antidote to recession, vari­ 
ous 
government 
agencies 
have 
moved to m ake mortgage invest­ 
m ent money more plentiful. Other 
factors make it a little less costly. 
This has turned many builders 
from pessimists to optimists. 
They had squawked loudly about 
tight money, which they said was 
making it impossible for many 
families to finance a home pur­ 
chase. 
Walter C. Nelson, vice president 
of the Mortgage Bankers Assn. of 
America, sees substantially more 
money for mortgages in 1958. This 
leads the president of the National 
Assn. of Real Estate Boards, H. 
Walter Graves of Philadelphia, to 
predict that housing starts could 
top 1957 by as much as IO per 
cent. 
And Nels G. Severin, president 
of the National Assn. of Home 
Builders, 
with 
40,000 
members, 
adds that “home builders feel the 
worst is over.” 
The Federal Home Loan Bank 


Board in Washington predicts that 
nearly 17 billion dollars of new 
money may be invested in m ort­ 
gages 
this 
year, 
exclusive 
of 
loan requirem ents for apartm ent 
houses and refinancing of existing 
mortgage debt, which at the start 
of the year was 107(4 billion. 
Several 
factors 
are 
bringing 
more investment funds into .the 
m ortgage m arket. Falling interest 
rates on other investments — U.S. 
government securities, corporate 
bond issues, and a variety of short 
term loans — m ake m ortgages 
more attractive. 


Government policy has changed. 
First, money was lured into the 
mortgage field by allowing inter­ 
est rates on Federal. Housing Ad­ 
ministration 
guaranteed m ortga­ 
ges to rise. The Federal National 
Mortgage Assn. raised the price it 
would pay builders when buying 
up veteran administration guaran­ 
teed mortgages to sweeten these 
a little for those finding the 44 
per cent ceiling too low. Cash that 
builders get when selling m ortga­ 
ges is freed for further home loan 
investment.

Home Loan Banks cut the interest 
rate on loans to m em ber savings 
and loan associations. These fur­ 
nish about 40 per cent of the na­ 
tion's total mortgage credit.
